in the outset | will say, 1 assume 
the latter as the only tenable opinion. 
lam surprised that men of intelligence 
should ever countenance an ab-urdity 

so glaring, and so calculated to mislead 
in practice, as the former sentiment. 
‘There is one case, however, in which 
a minister of the gospel may justly be 
considered an object of charily ; and 
that is, when by old age, or ailliction of 
any kind, he is reduced to want and dis- 
tress in his circumstances ; then, and 
not till then, can he properly be consid- 
ered an object of charity. But he is 
even then no more an object of chart- 
ty than any other-man would be'in the 
same circumstances ; so ‘hathe is not 
such an object because he is a minister 
but because he is a man of affliction, in 
want aud distress. Hence it appears 
that the sentiment to which I object, 
receives not the least support from what 
1 have conceded. 

If by sloth, or neglect of duty of any 
kind, a minister should become sirait- 
ened in his circumstances, I doubt 
whether it is an act of charity then to 
assist him. Let his wants and inconve- 
oiences drive him to his duty, and let 
us not by injudiciously helping bim en- 
courage him in idleness und “hegiect of 
his proper business. 

But when a man is in health, per- 
haps in the very prime of life, anda 
maa of respectable talents and respect- 
able family, if he devotes all his time 
and abilities to preaching and labour- 
ing for the moral and spiritual good of 
his lock, | say there is not a calling “in 
life, mercantile,mechanical, profession- 
al or agricultural in which a mao more 
lonestly and fairly earus his mainte- 

nance. é 

And is this faithful labourer now to 
be told that he has no claim on the peo- 
ple for his support, but that whatever 
is given kim is bestowed in the way of 
chari'y? Nonsense, injustice and cru- 
elty,in the extreme! The most that 
can possibly be said with any truth a- 
gainst his claim is,that it is not legatand 
will not hold in an action at law; but 
does this nullify all claim? If we 
are under no legal obligation is there 
no such thing as moral obligation? Is 
there no such thing as justice beyond 
what is establighed by the civil law? 
‘The fact is, there are numberless cas- 
es both of debt and crime, which are 
not and never Can be recognized by ju- 
risprudence, Lvery thing human is 
imperfect ; and so particularly, are the 
epecitications of legislative statutes. All 
the difference then between the claims 
for support of my lawyer, my doctor, 
wy shoe-maker, and those of my minis- 
ter is, the former claims are recogniz- 
ed in civil law, and the fatter are not, 
unless there be first acontract, in which 
the price of his labour is stipulated in 
dollars anid cents,

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FOURTH OF JULY CELEBRATION, 

The anniversary of our Nation’s Biith Day 
was, this year, celebrated with more than 
common interest, in almost every part of the 
Union. It is a day ever tobe held in grate- 
fal remembrance by our Repoblic, and its 
events will be handed down by the page of 
story to the latest posterity, Duty a3 well 
as inclination will, in this instance, prompt 
every virtuous Republican to follow the in- 
junction of Holy Writ, in the following words: 
Tell ye your children of it, and let your 
children tell their childrey and their chil- 
dren another generation.” Weare happy 
to find that religious celebrations of the day 
are becoming fashionable; and that chris- 
tians feel it a duty to meet in the temple on 
this day, not to hear the uncouth indigested 
expressious of some twould-be-called Orator, 
whose only merit consists in retailing the sen- 
timents of some of the distinguished orators 
of our Revolution ; and who to complete his 
career of celebrity, repaits to a printing office 
either to puff himself or pay for being puffed ; 

a sure sign of conscious deficiency of merit; 
but to pour out the effusions of a grateful 
heart to Him, who is a strong tower to those 
who-put their trust m him, and to those who 
ask his protection on themselves and on their 
country. This is as it should be; gratuude 
is one of the brightest gems which embla- 
zens the escutcheon of the citizen and chris- 
tian ; and the American citizen has reasons 
paramount for manifesting it on this occa- 
sion. ‘For they got not the laud in posses- 
sion by their own sword, neither did their 
ownarm save them; but thy right hand and 
thine arm, aud the light of thy countenance, 
be cause thoy hadst a favour unto them.” 

It was He who raised up a WasitincTon, 
atthe head of our armies and led them 
through scenes before untried by mortal-, to 
victory aud independence. ‘The sword of 
this great man, statesman and Hero, was 
consecrated by his prayers, and shall we who 
pretend to be followers of bis precepts and 
examples, neglect to follow him in this?— 
Conscious that he was engaged in a just 
cause, he made it an holy one, by his prayers, 
and he found God on his rigix. hand and on 
his left, to shield him from danger, wrth fa- 
vour did God compass himas with a shield. 

This is the only country in the world, 
Christian or Pagan, where a day so signal as 
the one we celebrate, isobserved in a simi- 
jar manner, as we regret to say, it has hith- 
erto been in many of our townsand villages ; 
jnstead of aneye to that great Beneficent Be- 
7ng, to whom we owe all we posses ; the tes- 
Limonies of gratitude, if they may be so term- 
ed, have resembled more the filthy orgies of 
Bacchus than the conduct of a civil and 
Christian people. And even this conduc, 
has been justified by those from whom we 
might expect better things, on the ground, 
** that !t was no sin to get druuvk on Indepen- 
dent day.” A miserable excuse for impuri- 

ty, in the sight of a pure and Holy God. 


If one day above another, except the sab- 
bath, should be devoted to religious grati- 
tude and praise, the 4th of July in the an- 
nals of America stands preeminent ; and will, 
we trust, be so considered by every consis- 
gant christian. We are not enemies to ra- 
tional temperate mirth and recreation on 
this day, but we wish to see decency and or- 
der, We wish to see our temples epen on 
this day, and lo witness the effusions of pious 
grateful hearts, Christians of every denom- 
joation uniting in a@ chorus of praise to the 
giver of every good and perfeg! goft for Hig in- 
estimable blessings vouchafed to this land 
of religous and political freedom. Thus 
shall our children and our children’s chil- 
dren have reason to say ** Happy art thou, 
© America, who is like unto the, O, people 
saved by the Lord, the shield of thy help, 
and who is the sword of thy excellency.”? 

As religion increases in the land and men 
Tealize the superintendency of Divine Prov- 
idence and our citizens feal disposed to estab- 
lich their character as civilized and moral 
beings, a ue observance of the day will be 
attended to generally; and vice in all its 
forms will be discouwtenanced as irrelevant 
and brutish. A religious celebration was 
held in Worcester county in this State, in 
Harvard, in Portland (“le.) and in ether 
places in this vicinity. In Carlisle, Penn. 
a discourse was delivered and other exer- 
cises performed by a Methodist preacher, on 
which the-editor ofthe Missellany has the 
following remarks. 

+‘This day was observed inthe usual man- 
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ner by some of the inhabitants of this place ; 
not so many, though, as on former eccasions. 
We were happy to find so many, inclined to 
testify their gratitude for the liberty which 
we enjoy, to the giver ofevery good and per- 
fect gift, in the eanctuary; and we are dis- 
posed to think, judging from @ur own feel- 
ings On the occasion, few who attended at 
the Methodist church were disappointed in 
receiving that instruction which the occa- 
Rev. Mr. Bear, methodist 
preacher, addressed the audience from Ist 
Cor, 16. 13. ** Watch ye, stand fast in the 
faith, quit you like men, be strong.” Before 
‘entering upon the doctiines contained in the 
text, he informed his hearers ihat it was not 
his intention to preach to thema politica] 
sermon; he did not, he said, meddie with 
poiitics. [lis object was to give some facts 
calculated to edify his hearers, which the 
season snzzested. 

He divided the discourse into three gene- 
ral parts, and discussed them in their order. 
As we kept no memorandum of the arrange- 
ment of the discourse, we must content our- 
selves in giving such ideas as our memory 
supplies us with, without regard to order. 

Mr. Bear observed, that the injunction 
**Watch ye,” implied that those whom the 
apostle addressed had enemies. The scrip- 
ture enumerates them—“ the world, the 
flesh, and the devil.” He showedin what 
ways those enemics were most apt to harrass 
and break in upon the unwary believers ; how 
insinuatingly they were often led astray, un. 
conscious of their error, and without one ef- 
fort to extricate themselves from the wiles 
ofthe deceiver. ‘To illustrate this fact, he re- 
ferred to the effect which the anniversary of 
liberty’s birth day had on many professors 
of religion, or the plea it afforded to the peo- 
ple of the world, to insist with imposing 
claims, the obligations under which profes- 
sors rest to join ia with them on tie glo:ious 
occasion ; should any have meekness enough 
to decline, the cry is raised,—“ Ye are not 
republicans!” and many, least they should 
he stigmatized as nonprolessors in the princi- 


sion afforded. 


ples of republicanism, will inhale copious 
draughts of their favourite sin; and then 
their seducers will be first in publishing 
their errors! The probability is, that those 
who cry up republicanism with such zeal are 
not so good friends to their country, asthe 
less clamorous on the subject. ‘To be good 
citizens we must be good christ‘ans. 

But were we to attempt following him 
thro’ his discourse, we would fail far short 
of displaying its merits. In conclusion we 
would observe, that he acquitted himself 
to our satisfaction, and we think to all who 
attended.

Extract of a letter addressed to the Editor, 

from a friend in the country, dated July 14, 

1822. 

Dear Brother in the Lord— 

“lam often led to believe, from the in- 
difference with which many treat the cause 
of our Blessed Saviour, that they consider 
true religion to consist more in name than in 
reality. In times of great excitement, when 
the Lord is pouring forth the gracious influ- 
ences of his Spirit in plentiful showers, we 
see every exertion made by professional 
Christians; they appear to participate deep- 
ly in the work and to rejoice at its increase, 
but when this excitement has ceased they 
sink into a degree of apathy, as reprehensi- 
ble as it is dangerous. Their aid is not the 
most needed when the operatiens of the 
Spirit are the most conspicuous, but when a 
degeneracy is manifest, and the people be- 
gin to disregard the workings and strivings 
of it. It is then that their exertions are re- 
quired to rouse their fellow beings to a sense 
of their state, to warn them of their danger, 
to poiut out the dangerous state they are in, 
to exhibit, in glowing colours, the inevitable 
destruction that awaits them, it they persist 
jn the course they are pursuing. It is then 
they should come forward and attempt by 
advice, by prayer and supplication, to res-. 
cue their fellow mortals from impending 
damnation, and place in that happy, happy 
path which leads to everlasting felicity.— 
Bat ah! my Brother, in such a trying time, 
how often do we find those, to whom we 
have the greatest right to look for assistance 
and encouragement, under God, the most 
indifferent and lukewarm! Frayer meetings 
are left unattended and love feas’s no longer. 
become interesting. Itis then that darkness 
pervades the land and gross darkness the peo- 
ple. These are the times that require the 
exertions of the aged and experienced Chris- 
tian.

The packet ship Panthea, Capt. Bennet, 
has arrived at N. York from Liverpool,bring- 
ing London dates to the 8th and Paris to 
the 6th of June. They contain accounts 
from Spain a few days later than before re- 
ceived, but those ‘officially communicated, 
differ so widely from those contained in pri. 
vate letters, that it is extremely difficult to 
form any definite opinion from either. The 
former, as they relate to affairs in Catalonia, 
speak favorably of the operations of the 
French; whereas the private accounts from 
Bayonne, as late as May 29, affirm ‘ that Gen 
Donnadieu was completely beaten by Mina 
on the 19th, and afterwards tahen prisoner at 
Vich, and that Gen. Curial had been defeated 
in four successive engagements, which took 
place on the 23d.” It should be mentioned 
however, that the despatches of Marshal 
Moncey, of a later date, furnish no evidence 
of the truth of this report. 

The London Courierof the 7th, says— 
** The details of the operation of the French 
army are now deprived of much of their val- 
ue by the course which events have taken ; 
for we can state upon good authority, that the 
war in Spain may b2 considered us at an end.” 
The Paris papers of the 5th and 6th inst. 
havearrived. The Regency at Madrid, has 
begun to exeacise its functions. One of its 
first acts has been to appoint Ambassadors 
to all the Courts of Eurcpe—They have also

Missionaries, and contain more than 32,000 
converts. In consequence of the ruinous ef- 
fects of the War upon the settlements of 
of the Brethren on the continent, and the un. 
avoidable increase of expense in latter years, 
the mission may be said to be entirely de” 
pendent upon this country for their existence. 

The annual expenditure is about 9000/- 
while the Brethren cannot raise 2000/. which 
is scarcely sufficient to mamtain the decay- 
ed missionaries, and the widows and orph 

ans ; so that, notwithstanding the liberal aid 
trom other sources, a debt of about 4000/ 
has arisea, and is still increasing. The mis- 

sions in South America are reduced to the 
greatest distress, by storms and famine. Ma 
ny of the Christian Haettentots have had lit. 
Ue more to eat than grass.

And let the friendly Quaker enjoy 
hia eeliet in silence ;—if be hath still a bet- 
ter faith in Christ, than he hath in every 
other friend, or in stillness, he will try to 
fellowship his brother of the same faith, even 
tho’ that brother should prove to be a nuisy 
one. Let the Methodist believe in his per. 
fection of love ;—if his faith work by love and 
puriy the heart, he will most assuredly 
jove his brother in Christ, though that broth- 
er shou'd really be a high toned Caivinist.— 
And let the Universalist enjoy his creed also , 
if bis faith in Christ be real, and uot notion- 
al—if it prove to be the substance of things 
hoped for, and the evidence of thiffgs not 
seen—he will, like other true Christians,

Excommunication of a Bride. 

The Dublin eveniog mail contains a letter 
dated Limerick, March 25, and subscribed 
Mathias Harrold, the substance of which is 
as follows: ; 

About a fortnight since, Mr. Harrold mar- 
ried a Roman Catholic, according to the 
riles aud ceremonies of the established 
Church, previousiy stipulating that his wife 
should renounce the errors of the Roman 
church, which, trom conviction, she had de- 
termined todo. Ou the Sunday following, 
the Roman Catholic curate of the parish of 
St. John, in which the bride resided, solemn- 
ty denounced her from the altar of his chap- 
el, stating ** that one of his parishoners had 
married a protestant, and after calling on 
her to come forward, which she refused, he 
stated, that, the bed she lay in was cursed ; 
that the groand she trod on was cursed ; and 
that she lay at night in the arms of the dev- 
jl; together with other similar expressions.” 
On the following Friday, March 23, Mrs. 
Harrold read her recantation in St. John's 
Church, before the Rev. J. Fitzgibbon, afte, 
which Mr. Harrold waited on the Roman 
Catholic curate, the Rev. G. J. Woulfe,with 
Mr. Fitzgibbon’s certificate of the act of re- 
cantation, but which the Rev. Mr. Woulfe 
would not condescend to look at. Mr. Har- 
rold then warned him against any further 
public allusion to his wife’s name. On the 
following Sunday as Mr. Harrold and his 
wife were returning home from attending di- 
vine service in St. John’s church, they were 
assailed at the church gate, by a Popish mob, 
of about one thousand persons, men, women, 
and children, who [and we here resort to 
Mr. Harrold’s own words] “ addressed my 
wife inthe most insulting manner, calling 
per by the most opprobrious names, ali of 
which were coupled with heretic and hereft- 
eal, in consequeuce of which we were oblig - 
ed to fly for shelter into the parish clerk’s 
house, where we remained for- some time. 
the mob still remaining outside, and collect- 
ing in every avenue leading to my dwelling. 
The Rev. Mr. Fitzgibbon, finding the sit. 
uation in which we were placed to*be one 


tleman who had just left the church,conceiy- 
ing that we might proceed without father 
insult, when attended by them. But, sir, 
this had not. the desired effect, as we had 
not proceeded fifty yards, when we were ob- 
liged to seek refuge in another house, so 
violent were the people in their abuse, and 
so great the increase of the mob from all 
quarters.
